1. This is with regard to the applicant's letter received on November 05, 2004, which stated that (a) the priority document filed on 
May 24, 1999 has not been acknowledged, and (b) the PTO-1449 submitted with the Information Disclosure Statement(s) filed on 
September 26, 2003 has not yet been returned. 

2. With regard to the proirity document, Attorney Eric K. Proul (Reg. No. 45,025) in a phone conversation with the Examiner on 
April 1 1, 2005 stated that this request was an error and that it be voided. 

3. With regard to the PTO- 1449s, the applicant misdesignated all the forms with the application serial number of the parent 
application, serial number 09/577,795, and therefore the office appropriately included the received I.D.S; in the case file of 
09/577,795. 

4. In December 2004, the Examiner called Attorney Proul to notify the applicant of the misdesignation of the PTO-1449s. A new set 
of PTO-1449s were hand-delivered to the Examiner on January 06, 2005 along with only the Foreign Patent Documents and without 
the non-patent literature. However the 1449s were still misdesignated with the parent application serial number 09/577,795. 

5. Applicant's payment of the issue fee on December 21, 2004 is acknowledged. 

6. Any I.D.S filed after the payment of the issue fee cannot be considered. In the instant case, the applicant has also not filed a proper 
I.D.S because it is misdesignated with incorrect application serial number. 

7. However, the I.D.S filed by the applicant has been considered during the examination of the parent application, and the Examiner, 
as a courtesy, is including herewith copies of signed and initialled PTO-1449s from the parent application, which are exact duplicates 
of the PTO-1449s submitted by the applicant on January 06, 2005. 
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
